NEW YORK,-: Aug. 21.—(4&)— 
The Italian government wants to 
know whether “the human cannon- 
ball’ is ready for service in Ethi- 
opia, if needed. 

Edmund Zacchini, who claims to 
have originated the idea of being 
fired out of a cannon for pay, to- 
night announced receipt of a cable- 
gram inquiring whether he and his 
five “cannonball” brothers would be 
available for Service with the Ital- 
jan artillery “in an advisory. ca- 
pacity.” 

He was not sure what that meant, 
Zacchini said, but he though their 
counsel might be sought in the mat- 
ter of transporting big guns from 
place to place.

The report of the cabinet group, 
which included Secretary Roper of 
commerce as chairman, and Secretaries 
Hull, of state; Wallace, of agricul- 
ture, and Perkins, of Labor, sum- 
marized a 200-page “fact-finding” re- 
port of a cabinet subcommittee, upon 
which the recommendations were 
based. 

This fact-finding report, also trans- 
mitted to congress, digested evidence 
submitted by the industry at lengthy 
hearings held by the cabinet commit- 
tee earlier in the summer after its ap- 
pointment by President Roosevelt to 
investigate conditions in the industry. 

Defending the processing tax, the 
cabient committee’s report said the 
levy, “after due consideration of al- 
ternatives,” was considered “the most 
practical among available means for 
securing to the cotton farmers of the 
nation a return from cotton equiva- 
lent in terms of purchasing power to 
that which existed in the pre-war pe 
riod.’ 

«Processing Tax Favored. 

“We recommend against the discon- 
tinuance of the processing tax,” he 
report declared. 

Although the committee said it had 
found cotton goods imports from 
Japan were small in proportion to 
total national production, it recogniz- 
ed the domestic market had been dis- 
turbed by a “sudden and unusual in- 
crease” in certain countable cloths. 

‘“‘We recommend that to deal with

This course was recommended, it 
said, because the only other available 
mechanism under the flexible tariff 
provisions would be broader than the 
problem sought to be dealt with.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Aug. 21.— 
(UP)—Will Rogers always said he 
was born just like aH other Okla- 
homa kids, “bowlegged so I'd fit a 
horse,” and it is a fact that he own- 
ed a pony before he could walk. 

With the exception of when he was 
aboard ship on his frequent travels, 
and in later years when the airplane 
threatened to supplant a horse as his 
favorite means of transportation, 
scarcely a day passed in his long and 
vigorous life but that he found op- 
portunity to spend some time in the 
saddle. 

Born on his father’s big cattle 
ranch in Indian Territory on No- 
vember 4, 1879, he always gave 


father’s rolling acres, as his birth- 
place. 

Before he was old enough for 
school, he was an expert rider and 
already had started to “fool around” 
with the lariat which was later to 
twirl him to the dizzy heights of 
world-wide fame and fortune. 
SKILLED HORSEMAN 

AT AGE OF 14. 

At the age of 14, competing against 
skilled horsemen many years his 
senior, he made his first public ap- 
pearance and won a riding contest. 

Despite Rogers’ deliberate disre- 
gard for grammar in his speech and 
writings, he was a highly educat- 
ed man who know much _ more 
than “What I read in the 

papers.” His early education was 
obtained at Neosho, Mo. Later 
he attended the Kemper Military 
Academy at Boonville, Mo., and while 
he won no medals for scholarships, 
he outshone all his schoolmates as a 
horseman. 

Someone once, for a gag, started 
the story that Rogers, far from being

from Oxford University summa cum 
laude, and this caused no end of em- 
barrassment to Will. 

“It's a base canard,” he used to 
say. “Nothin’ to it. l always 
thought Oxford was the name of a 
shoe till I visited England several 
years back, and was dragged out to 
look at the college.” 

Rogers was proud of the fact that 
he was part weet Indian, and 
delighted in puncturing the pretense 
of snobbishly inclined persons who 

boasted of their Mayflower ancestry 
by remarking, “Shucks, that’s nothin’. 

My folks was on shore awaitin’ for 
your ancestors with meat axes in 
their hands.” 

UNABLE TO PROVE 

HE WAS BORN. 

One of the funniest scenes Rogers 
ever made in a picture incorporated 
in “So This Is London,” his second 
talkie, concerned his difficulties in 
getting a passport because he couldn't 
produce a birth certificate. 

“Can you prove you were born?” 
asked the passport clerk. 

“Well, you’re lookin’ at me—what 
do you think?’ 

“Can you produce any witnesses?” 
demanded the exasperated official. 

“Nope. You see in those days, 
euch things was sorta private. 
Wasn’t nobody there but jest ma 
and me.” 

Rogers never would say whether 
this incident, which he wrote into the 
script himself, actually happened to 
him when he first started traveling.

Becoming home- 
sick, Rogers left the show in Eng- 
land and returned to New York and 
thence to Oklahoma. 

IN LOVE, BUT SHY,

About this time he met Betty 
Blake and fell madly in love, but 
she had many other suitors and he 
was too shy to propose. He joined 
another “Wild West” show in Okla- 
homa and went trouping through the 
southwest. Later, he left the show 
and went into vaudeville with his 
horse and lariat. 

“IT played only tank towns, and 
used to ride my horse from place to 
place because I couldn’t afford to 
ship it by train,” Will declared. 

His rope spinning reached near- 
perfection at this time and a book- 
ing agent, seeking novelties for the 
1905 horse show at Madison Square 
Garden, signed Rogers to put on his 
act in the ring. Always on the look- 
out for something new, Oscar Ham- 
merstein booked him for Hammer- 
stein’s roof, and he had his first taste 
of “big time.” 

With a comfortable salary reason- 
ably assured, Rogers took time off to 
return west, looked up Betty Blake 
and after cutting up capers on a 
bicycle in front of her house for 
several days to attract her attention, 
finally became bold enough to lay 
serious suit for her hand. Much to 
his surprise she promptly accepted 
and they were married on November

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Text of Recommendations Made 
By Textile Committee to President 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—()—A 
summary of the report of the cabinet 
committee on cotton textiles was trans- 
mitted to President Roosevelt by the 
committee in a letter. : 

The letter, signed by Secretaries 
Roper, Hull, Wallace and Perkins, 
was made public today. It read: 

August 20, 1935. 
“The President, 


“The White House. 
“My Dear Mr. President: 

“On April 26,-1935, you appointed 
the undersigned members of the cabi- 
net to investigate conditions in the 
cotton textile industry. The committee 
proceeded to hold conferences at which 
members of the industry, representa- 
tives of labor and agriculture, and 
publie officials representing many of 
the leading localities in which plants 
of the industry are situated, presented 
facts in regard to conditions in the 
industry and their views and sugges- 
tions regarding possible remedies. At 
these hearings not only were formal 
statements made but particular mat- 
ters were discussed in detail on a 
frank and friendly basis. The chair- 
man of the United States ‘ces gy Com- 
mission, the Honorable Robert Lincoln 
O’Brien, sat with the cabinet commit- 
tee during its hearings. 

“In the meantime your committee 
appointed a fact-finding subcommit- 
tee, consisting of the Honorable John 
Dickinson, then assistant secretary of 
commerce and now assistant attorney- 
general: Dr. Alvin H. Hansen, chief 
economic analyst, Department of 
State; Paul A. Porter, assistant to the 
administrator of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act; the Honorable Isador 
Lubin, commissioner of labor statis- 
tics, and A. M. Fox, director of re- 
search of the United States Tariff 
Commission. 

Careful Analysis. 

“The members of this subcommittee 
were present at the above mentioned 
conferences and made a_ careful 
analysis of the briefs and supporting 
documents submitted by those who ap- 
peared at the conferences. In addition 
they undertook to assemble and 
analyze all pertinent existing data on 
the cotton textile industry, and re- 
lated problems, now available in the 
files of each of the various govern- 
ment departments and emergency agert- 
cies. Necessarily this work has taken 
several months to complete, notwith- 
standing the fact that a considerable 
staff has been devoting practically 
their entire time to the task. On the 
basis of these data, of the documents 
presented, and of statements made at 
the conferences, the subcommittee has 
prepared a thorough and comprehen- 
sive report on the cotton textile indus- 
try, which has been submitted to us, 
and which we herewith transmit, with 
the recommendation that it, together 
with our findings and recommenda- 
tions, be immediately released and sub- 
sequently published as a public docu- 
ment, 

“Based upon the facts submitted in 
this report and other data and infor- 
mation available to your committee, 
we herewith submit to you our find- 
ings and recommendations. A sum- 
mary of these findings and recommen- 
dations is as follows: 

“1. Excess capacity and obsoles- 
cence. 

“Finding that excess capacity and 
obsolescence are serious problems in 
the cotton textile industry, we recom- 
mend such legislation and administra- 
tive action as may be necessary and 
feasible to deal with this problem 
through one or more of the following 
methods: 

“(A) Limitations on the hours of 


machine operations; 

“(B) a leasing system for retiring | 
surplus equipment; | 

“(C) The purchase and retirement | 
of the most obsolete units after a | 
probationary period under the leasing | 
system. ' 

“Such withdrawal of excess equip- 
ment, financed by the industry, should | 
be controlled by adequate regulation | 
in the public interest, having due re- 
gard to the importance of gradual but 
persistent elimination of inefficient 
units and td the necessity of making 
adequate provision for displaced work- 
ers, 
“2. Imports. 

“Finding from the facts before us 
that the domestic market has been 
disturbed by recent imports of cotton | 
textiles from Japan, which, though 
small in proportion to total national | 
production, have nevertheless shown 
sudden and unusual increase in cer- | 
tain countable cloths, we recommend | 
that to deal with this special situation | 
steps be taken to control these im- 
ports, preferably by means of a volun-| 
with | 
Japan on limitations of shipments of 
cotton products to the American mar- 
ket. fe recommend this course 
among other reasons because section 
3 (E) of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act is no longer operative, and | 
because the only available mechanism 
under the flexible tariff provisions 
would be broader than the problem 
sought to be dealt with. Other and 
similar agreements already concluded 
with Japan hold out the prospect of 
a successful application of this method 
to the problem of cotton textile im- 
ports from Japan. 

“3. Exports. 

“Representatives of the

riods for delivery. 

“5. Increasing use of cotton. 

“Finding that the utilization of cot- 
ton products has not in recent years 
been increasing, we recommend, in 
order to promote the extension of the 
use of cotton, especially along lines 
in which such extension is not pri- 
marily at the expense of other prod- 
ucts, that a committee of representa- 
tives of the departments of commerce 
and agriculture and of the industry | 
be established to promote basic re- 
search im the use of cotton textiles, 
and that the facilities of the govern- 
ment be made available for such re- 
search. 

“6. Net weight trading. 

“We recommend a change from the. 
present practice of trading in cotton | 
on a gross weight basis to that of a 
net weight basis, to promote market | 
economies and to eliminate the present 
handicaps to the use of cotton for 
bale covering. 

“7. Cotton loan policy. 

“The cotton loan policy is of con- 
cern to the cotton textile industry 
primarily through its possible stabiliz- 
ing effect. A substitute for such 
stabilizing effect might be obtained 
through the hedging of mill holdings 
of cotton which would afford con- 
siderable protection against inventory 
losses. We recommend an investiga- 
tion of the hedging requirements of 
mills looking toward desirable revis- 
ions or additions to the functions of 
the cotton futures markets, Con- 
nected with this is the matter of time, 
place and quality of deliveries on fu- 
tures contracts, to which attention 
should be given in any such study. 

“8, Processing tax. 

“During the economic emergency as 
reflected be existing price disparities, 
we recommend against the discon- 
tinuance of the processing tax, which, 
after due consideration of the alterna- 
tives, we regard as the most practical 
among the available means for secur- 
ing to the cotton farmers of the na- 
tion a return from cotton equivalent 
in terms of purchasing power to that 
which existed in the pre-war period 
and which has enabled them to in- 
crease their purchases of the products 
of other industries, egg | the cot- 
ton industry, thereby benefiting the 
workers in these industries. 

“9. Merchandising and marketing. 

“It appears from the facts before 
us that much of the present system 
for the merchandising and marketing 
of cotton textiles is wasteful and in- 
volves undue hazards. We _ recom- 
mend that a study be made for the 
purpose of devising proposals for im- 
proving merchandising and market- 
ing methods and that if necessary the 
government assist through administra- 
tive and legislative measures in. put- 
ing into effect such improvements as 
after due examination may be found 
to be beneficial. Any remedial meas- 
ures must stop short of monopolistic 
organizations which might increase 
profits at the expense of the con- 
sumers. 

“10. Labor standards. 

“We commend the attempt of the| 
industry to maintain the labor stand- 
We recom- 
mend that the government supplement 
such voluntary efforts as are being 
made by such administrative and leg- 
islative measures as may be feasible. 
We recommend also, with regard to) 
such legislation as may be proposed, | 
a further study to determine the spe- 
cific improvements. in labor stand- 
ards which muy be in the public in- 
terest. 

“11. Continuing committee. 

“‘We-recommend the establishment 
of a continuing committee consisting 
of representatives of the government 
and of the industry, including labor 
and’ other affected groups, (1) to for- 
mulate in more concrete terms meth- 


mendations, and (2) to undertake 
a detailed examination of and report 
on the long-time problems of the in- 
dustry, including its interrelation with 
other phases of national and inter- 
national economy. In _ formulating 
specific programs for the industry, 
it is essential that adequate informa- 
tion be made available as to capitali- 


Long-Time Problems. 

“Tn connection with the study of 
long-time problems, attention is called 
to the fact that an investigation of 
the textile situation throughout the 
world is under consideration by the 
international labor office. This should 
be furthered by American aid and co- 
operation. 

“It must be recognized that many 
of the continuing problems of the 
cotton textile industry cannot be 
treated apart from their setting in the 
national economy. For example, the. 
problem of regional wage differentiais | 
must be studied in conjunction with | 
the general problem of furthering the 


areas. Similarly, whiie 
by the study of the demand of foreign 
markets and a _ reduction. of costs 
through great efficiency, it is also 
highly dependent upon stabilization of 
the currencies of the world and the 
reduction of other trade barriers. 
“This, report has concerned ® itseif 
primarily with problems of cotton tex- 
tiles as such, and more specifically 
with the immediate problems of the 
industry, but it should always be/ 
borne in mind that the treatment of 
the problems of the cotton textile in- 
dustry must be consistent with the 
broader aspects of national policy.” |

_Along with an optimal ration | of 
vitamin A—that is, much more than 
is essential to maintain health—the 
victim of kidney stone or gravel 
should follow a diet which gives a 
preponderance of alkaline ash, and that 
implies excluding from the diet meats, 
fish, eggs, refined cereals, prunes, 
plums and cranberries: items which 
are particularly advisable are milk, 
peas, beers, all fresh vegetables par- 
ticularly those edible raw and entire, 
all: fresh fruits and fruit juices or 
beverages particularly tomato and the 
citrus fruits (except prunes, plums 
and *ranberries which happen to con- 
tain a type of acid not readily ox- 
idized in the, as is the acid of other 
fruits). Items notable as leaving a 
highly acid residue are oysters, oat- 
meal, crackers, rice, peanuts. Items 
notable as leaving a highly alkaline 
residue are lima beans, dried beans, 
string - beans, beets, raw catrots; 
raisins, *lmonds, potatoes, cabbage, 
bananas, tomatoes and tomato juice, 
citrus fruits and their juice. 

Unfortunately many of the foods 
contains the most vitamin A happen 
to be items on the acid side. But 
fresh milk, cream, butter, American 
cheese and cream cheese, carrots, es- 
carole (endive, chicory greens), spin- 
ach, ‘tomato, orange, well ripe yellow 
banana, geen peas, green peppers, are 
good sources of vitamin A and all 
on the alkaline side.

Indeed, no one at the meeting said much 
about car fare or lunch money, but told of how they were going to spare 
the rod and yet not spoil the kiddies, under a new federal system, — 
They said their schemé originated with Mrs. Roosevelt, but from 
the way they talked it was apparent that Postmaster-General Farley also

FAR-SIGHTEDNESS The most comprehensive revelation of what 


the youth movers have in the back of their 
minds was offered by Charles Taussig, chairman of the nation@ advisory 
committee. His remarks were prepared in advance and he read them, 
but, after delivering them, he returned them to ‘his pocket: They were 
not given out in mimeographed form as most speeches of government 
officials usually are. » 

To Mr. Taussig, the youth movement was a chance to correct all boys 
and girls in morality, integrity and democracy. Because he read his re- 
marks, you could not tell whether he used democracy with a big or lit- 
tle “‘D.”” But that probably was not confusing to the newly-appointed 
sfate directors. In fact, Mr. Taussig gave them a further broad hint 
when he told them that their job and duty was “to maintain a direct con- 
tact with the electorate of 10 years from now.” 

“Teach the vouth free thought.-free speech and universal education,” 
said he, “but remember that the youth of the nation will control the des- 
tiny of the country through its votes.’ 


ROMANCE éiIt can easily be denied now, but Mr. Taussig also drop- 
ped another blue plate morsel which was not on the bill 
of fare. He said every young boy or girl should be given the opportunity 
to marry “at the mating age.” He did not make clear how the federal 
government is going to play Cupid, although he was obviously thinking 
far beyond the $27,000,000 which the youth movers are going to spend 
in educational ‘subsidies. Probably he was thinking of the $13,000,000 
yet unallocated out of the $50,000.000 already set aside for the youth 
movement. He could buy a lot of bows and arrows for $13,000,000, 
but if he does he will have to decide: what the mating age is and whom 
to shoot. A suggestion has been made that he start off with old maids 
past 80, who have not yet realized, apparently, that there is a mating age. 
Hitler and Mussolini are understood to have faced this problem early 
in their game and decided that it was too big for them. They side-stepped 
it by merely offering bounties and encouragements for marriages and 
babies at any age. 

The baby angle was avoided by Mr. Taussig, as there seems to have 
been an overproduction in that industry in the past, from an economic 
standpoint. At least there are millions more of ex-babies now than there 
are jobs and the problem cannot be solved by plowing them under. 

This is at least one point on which Mr. Taussig’s problem differs 
from that of Messrs.. Mussolini and Hitler, 


ASKANCE. It. is understood that many -serious-minded educational 

leaders, who cannot see as far as Mr. Taussig, are now 
looking daggers at the national youth movement. Aubrey Williams, 
executive director of the movement, hinted at this underlying distrust 
when he pointed out at the conference here that it “could very easily 
become a questionable undertaking.” 

What makes the educators leery is the fact that, if the government 
is merely going to subsidize education of the poverty-Stricken, it already 
has an agency equipped to handle the subsidies (the Bureau of Educa- 
tion in the Labor Department). This movement is an entirely new set- 
up, With fresh state directors and new staffs in each state, drawing sal- 
aries and paying office expenses. These administrative costs, if saved, 
would afford a lot of lunch money. They might enable the federal gov- 
ernment to feed all the 700,000 high school students who dropped out 
last semester instead of the 212,000 it now proposes to feed. (Inci- 
dentally, the high school principals are to decide which 212,000 chil- 
dren are to be fed and which 488,000 aré to be denied.) 

But no sympathy will be wasted on the foremost educators who are 
doubters. Thev are just too darned uneducated to know that “politics” 
is a highly important subject, even if not included in the curriculum of 
most universities which fancy themselves to be up-to-date.

great popular impatience. He had be- 
come rich, and with wealth came ar- 
rogance and it seriously annoyed hon- 
est toilers to observe their partner in 
crimes against the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the gambling laws so com- 
fortably fixed.

FORESTS OF LONG AGO. 
In the year 1844 men were at work 
in a coal field near Birmingham, Eng- 
land, when they came upon some ob- 
jects of strange form. ‘The objects 
looked like the stumps and trunks of 
trees, but they were made of coal! 
Careful study showed that the work- 
ers had found the remains of a forest 
which, in part at least, had turned 
into coal, In the space of one-fourth 
of an acre, 73 stumps were counted; 
and there were many trunks lying on 
the ground. All the trunks had brok- 
en off rather close to the roots, and 
all of them had been flattened ont. 


Most of the trunks, or trunk pieces, 


were less than 10 feet long; but one 


measured 15 feet, and another 30 feet. 
from 


Coal is known to have come 
lant life which existed long, long ago; 
t in general it seems to have come 
from leaves, twigs, branches and shubs 
which dropped into water, later being 
covered by solid material. Only now

Other “fossil forests” have been dis- 
covered in coal fields of Scotland and 
Nova Scotia. In Nova Scotia, most 
of the fossil trunks have measured 


from 6 to 10 feet: but one found 
1.25 feet long, and four ffet I dia- 


meter, - 
The Petrified Forest of Arizona is 
justly famed, . ‘The trees are not made 
of coal, but of agate, jasper and 
chalcedony stone. As in the case of 
the coal forests, the trunks lie on the 
ground. Some of them have a diae 
meter of four or five feet, and were 
at least 200 feet tall before they fell. 


The trees of the Petrified Forest 
must have fallen under water; for na- 
ture needs water in order to turn 
wood into stone. The mineral called 
silica was present in the water; and 
bit by bit through the years it took 
the place of wood, thus forming these 
fossils, 

Thanks to fossil trunks and stumps, 
and to imprints of leaves and branches, 
we know a great deal about plant life 
of ages past. Many of the trees which 
existed then do not grow today. 

Among the olden trees which have 
lasted over the present time are the 
redwoods. They are found in some 
sections along the Pacific coast of the 
United States; and because of their 
size as well as their history, they are 
looked upon with wonder. 

In times gone by, redwoods grew in 
many sections where they are not to 
be found today, In the Stone Forest 
of Montana, of which we shall speak 
tomorrow, there are upright fossil 
trunks of redwood trees.

Although a decision is not expected 
for several weeks members of the re- 
gents’ board will meet Friday to dis 
cuss building plans. A wide program 
already has been determined on and 
the board is seeking a grant of $90U,- 
000 from the feder&l government to 
go with its extra state appropriation 
which totals $1,000,000 and is to be 
paid over a three year period. 

Attorneys for Mr. Ramsey have 

stated they believe the case wil] de- 
cide whether or not Governor Tal- 
madge can operate the state next 
year without a general appropriations 
bill, but it is not generally expected 
the court will take up this phase, 
delaying any decision on it until the 
Governor makes an effort to operate 
without an appropriations bill and the 
matter reaches the high court in the 
normal course of events. 
_ Concerning appropriations the state 
is confronted with a situation unique 
in its history. The general assembly 
failed to pass a general appropri- 
ations measure and Governor Tal- 
madge has let it be known that he 
does not plan to call the legislature 
back into special session for appro- 
priating purposes, indicating he will 
levy an ad valorem tax himself and 
appropriate the funds derived as he 
sees fit. 

It is the contention of Mr. Ramsey 
and his associates that special ap- 
propriations cannot be paid until gen- 
eral appropriations are paid and that 
the high court must determine if there 
can be any appropriations at all whén 
there is no appropriations bill passed 
by the legislature.
